Cancellation of their registra-
tions awaits: 945,210 residents of
Los Angeles county, unless they
vote at next month's general
election, Registrar of Voters M.
J. Donoghue's - records revealed
today. Although these local citi-
zens were registered prior to
May 1, they failed to vote in
the June primary election.

A total of 1,761,608 Los An:
geles county redidents were
qualified by registration to vote
at the primary. Only‘ 816,308

nians registered before the pri-
mary, 2,087,854—or 60.75 pereent
of the state's qualified voters—
chose the nominees, the Califor-
nia State Chamber. of Commerce
reported.

California’s election laws can-
cél a voter's registration if he
or she fails to vote either at
the' primary_or statewide gen-
eral election. Registration of
202,280 Los Angeles county. vot:
ers was cancelled for failure to
vote in 1944,

Registered voters who will be
away from home Nov. 5 can
now. cast ‘absentee ballots, the
registrar of voters’ office points
out. Any registered voters who'

apply-
